Apparently thia anticipa- 
tion was not ill-founded. Without having 
evidence gsafliciont to warrant nn asser- 
tion that the late ,sppearance of the 
disease at Bombay is directly due to 
importation from Hongkong, it must 
Beem reasonable to auppose that it do- 
rived ‘its origin thence. It ia manifest 
that if infection has arisen from this source, 
not only was the Engineer justified in ut- 
toring the warning that it did, but that it 
must behove the authorities of Ceylon to 
take spevin! measures to exclude it from 
obtaining introduction iate-tlfs island. 
The argument‘ used hy tha Engincer was, 
that so long as ill-ventilated sites upon 
which the disease lind flourished im Hong- 
kong were permitted to romain with the 
infected houses upon thom, so long must 
danger continuo.

THE CLIMATE OF ENGLAND. 
“THR BEBE IN'THE-WORLD. 

At the Sanitry Congress, ‘at Newcastle, 
an interesting address was delivered by Mr. 
W. 8. Dines on climate and its efiest upon 
the average longth of life. 

There could be no doubt, he said, that 
climate had a most important boaring upon 
health, Tropical countrisa were proverbial- 
ly unhealthy. Few-Wuropenns could live, 
ik them for any length-pf: time, and the 
average length: of lifo of the natives was not 
Tong: The most unhealthy climetea wore 
those of sea coasts near [te equator, which 
had an average temperature of about 80.deg., 
witha high relative humidity, and where 
the thermometer never rése much about 00 
deg. or fell much helow 70 deg. Although 
the inlund districts were not so bad, yet, so. 
ff us he was aware, there was no district 
oFany size within the tropics that ‘could be 
called healthy. We wore now spt to think 
that tlie east'wind was not good for us, but 
in Shakespeare’s time it -was the south- 
weat and south winds that had a bad namic, 
Tt had ‘been suggested that the higher 
death-rate of a city waa duc, not to the 
impurity of the air, but to the fact that 
the occupation of city people mostly kept 
them indoors, whereas in the country it 
kept them them-out-of -doors, ‘and the 
suggestion seemed very’ plausible. Three. 
ways ocourred.to him hy which wo might 
test the influence of climate in health ; 
first-by taking the death-rate in various 
districta and seping whothor ony rolation 
dependent on climate could be found ; s0- 
condly,’ by the returns for the. British 

ry ; and, thirdly, by studying the va- 
‘intion in the death-rate for some large 
‘istrict from year to year and seeing whe- 
ther any relation befweeh it and the me- 
teorological element could be found. He 
gavo details derived|.in_thesc ways, and 
incidentally said-bhat the popular. idca 


seomed to bo that South Africa a good | 
°. 


climate. He had seen it stated bot 

Egypt and South Africa that they had: the 
healthiest climates in the world, whereas 
figures Jed to the conclusion, that, out of 
the tropips, they had the moat unhealthy. 
It was satinfactory to find that the much.’ 
abused climate of England wae superior to 
that of any of her coionies in. which troops 
wore kept except Canada, or rather Halifax, 
the only military station in Canada, and, 
judging from Halifax, sudden changes of 


tomperature could.not do muchharm. The 


three methods he had suggested all proved 
that a tempersture below 60 dog. was tho 
most suitable for human life, and it would 
appear thnt o mean annual temperature 
below 50 deg. was the best. Tho healthiest 
period in Englnnd: was when the mean 
temperature was from 50 deg. to 55 deg. 
F. He remarked, in conclusion, that no 
one could deal with the Registrar-General’s 
returns without noting the steady docrease,
